This contract will provide the Fleet Services Division with a consultant to work with the City, to develop,
implement, and mamtain a comprehensive clean ar inthiative that encompasses all available alternative
fuels and existing/emerging clean air technologies. The City of Austin i1s aware that Austin’s air quality has
reached near non-attainment status, and realizes it must take advantage of alternative fuels and new
emisston technologies that result in reductions of nitrous oxide.

Considering the current pricing fluctuations for conventional fuels (gasoline and diesel) and heavy reliance
on foreign oll reserves, the City 1s aggressively pursuing alternative fuels and existing/emerging clean air
technologies

The consultant wili be required to assess the City's current fieet emissions status as it relates to U. 5
Environmental Protection Agency and the Texas Commission on Environmental Quality emission standards
and requirements The consultant will work with the City to integrate cleaner technologies and fuels into the
City’s fieet, including implementation of the new Compressed Natural Gas Program In addition, the
consultant will research and attain grant funding from multiple state and federal sources, with a minimum
of six grant applications being completed and subrmtted within the first twelve months from the date of
contract award

An RFP was 1ssued on February 13, 2006, for an experienced firm to provide alternative fuet consulting
services, Three proposals were received. A panel consisting of six City Fleet professional personnel
evaluated the proposals, The panel members recommended Public Solutions Group, LTD based upon the
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categories of 1) System Concept and Sofutions Proposed, 2) Demanstration of Applicable Expenence and
Personnel Qualifications, 3} Evidence of Good Organization and Management Practices, 4) Schedule, and 53)
Total Evaluated Cost.

Public Solutions Group, LTD has over 60 combined years of experience in diesel, gasoline, propane, natural
gas and hydrogen fuel industries, Examples of some past projects include the preparation of Texas
Emussion Reduction Plan (TERP) grant applications for the City of Dallas and adviser to the City of San
Antonio on alternative fuels and technologies.
